the Philippines but 
of Hawali and Porto 
Rico is based largely, if not entirely, on the 
fear that one or all of these islands will 
sooner or later come knocking at the doors 
of Congress asking for Statehood. Some 
members of Congress have assumed that 
under a colonial system of government this 
would be impossible, but those who have 
investigated the subject most thoroughly 
are now convinced that there can be no pos- 
sible future to Statehood except in public 
sentiment. In considering the method of 
government for the Hawaiian Islands Sen- 
ator Cullom’s commission examined this sub- 
ject with great care, and it came to the con- 
clus:on that there was no possible way in 
which one Congress could bind subsequent 
Congresses. This could be accomplished, it 
is said, only by a constitutional amendment, 
and even this might be repugnant to the 
main body of the constitution itself. It was 
for this reason, among others, that the ter- 
ritorial system was adopted for Hawaii, be- 
cause of its convenience, and because it was 
found that any island or other public prep- 
erty could be jumped from a colony to State- 
hood quite as easily as from a Territory. It 
is said that Alaska could be made a State 
tomorrow if Congress and the Executive 
were agreed, without going through the 
probationary period of organize Territorial 
government. ‘“ There is no danger of imme- 
diate Statehood,”’ said a member of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, “so 
long as there ig no great public demand for 
it in the caso of any one or all of our island 
possessions. Hawaii is the most advanced 
of them all, but the people there are the 
first to admit that Statehood for some time 
to come—possibly many generations—is in- 
advisable. Yet Hawaii came to us as ah in- 
dependent republic, offering itself for annex- 
ation by peaceful treaty, and the offer wags 
accepted by the United States. If there 
were a question of Statehood anywhere it 
would be in connection with the Hawai'tan 
Islands. They can be managed successfully 
as an organized Territory for an indefinite 
length of time, and they cannot become a 
sovereign State with representation in Con- 
gress until public sentiment in the United 
States induces the other States to consent 
to it. That time is so far distant and the diffi- 
culties of securing a Statehood are so great 
that this question as to our so-called colo- 
nies ought to be eliminated from considera- 
tion. A special Territorial system could be 
devised for the Philippines which would put 
them substantially in the same place as that 
now occupied by Alaska. We are under no 
obligations to the people there to provide 
them with any great amount of local govern- 
ment in advance of the demonstration of 
their ability to govern themselves. We can 
appoint Governors and other executive offi- 
cers, either for Luzon or the whole group, 
and they would be as directly responsible to 
the President as army officers would be. 
The ease with which a general system of 
legislation for Hawali has been effected is 
only an indication of what may be accom- 
plished in the Philippines. Those who per- 


gistently oppose the peace treaty do so be- 


cause they do not wish us to acquire the 
territory at all. We have kept New Mexico 
out of the union because of its large percent- 
age of people speaking a foreign language, 
and we can readily apply the same rules to 
the Philippines and any other island. Hawali 
today has a compulsory education law, and 


all children are required to go to school end 
to learn English, so that in the course of a 
few generations the people there will be 
vastly different from those of today. The 
question of Statehood in the distant future 
we cannot escape. It is inevitable, but, 
after all, it is evidently a question for our 
grandchildren and not for us."’ .

His Royal Highness, Albert 
Edward, Decides to Come — 
to America During 
Next Summer. 


WILL SEE YACHT RACES. 


Extent of His Tour May Depend 
on Health of the Queen 
and Political 
Emergencies. 


WILL COME IN A WARSHIP:

London, Dec. 8.—The Prince of Wales has 
absolutely decided to visit America next 
summer. There ts but one doubtful condi- 
tion—the health of Queen Victoria. Her 
Majesty is likely to live and preserve a fair 
degree of health for some time to come, 80 
the Prince's visit may be regarded as a cer- 

tainty. 

Diplomatic and commercial interests have 
been strongly urging the Prince lately to 
visit the United States. The cordial rela- 
tions now established between England and 
America offer a most advantageous and 
popular opportunity for the royal tour. Ac- 
cording to present plans the Prince will go 
first to Canada about midsummer. He ad- 
mires Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and as far back 
as jubilee time half promised to visit the 
Canadian Premier. It is probable that the 
voyage across the Atlantic will be madeina 
warship with a suitable accompanying 
escort. 

From Canada the Prince will. go to the 
United States. What cities he may visit 
will depend on events. At present he knows 
only that he will go to New York in time for 
the international yacht races the first week in 
October. Sir Thomas J. Lipton has been 
strongly urging the Prince to attend the 
races and sail on the Shamrock, and a haif 
promise has been given that his Royal High- 
ness will do so. 

Sir Francis Knollys, the Prince’s secre- 
tary, has said to many inquirers if the royal 
engagements already booked for next sum- 
mer will permit the American tour may be 
undertaken. The real condition, however, 
is the Queen’s health. If her Majesty re- 
tains her present strength and no serious 
political contentions intervene, New York 
may count on seeing the Prince at the yacht 


races. 


SUPREME COURT’ 
HOLDS BARTLEY’S 
BONDSMEN LIABLE. 


Sensation Created at Lincoln and 
Omaha by Decision Which Makes 
Leading Bankers Responsible for 
State Treasurer’s Big Shortage. — 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—The Su- 
preme Court late this evening declared the 
bondsmen of former State Treasurer Bartley 
Hable for the amount. of his shortage. It 
reverses the decision of the District Court 
at Omaha and remands the case for new 
trial. 

The amount directly dnvolved is $201,000, 
which Bartley embezzled when he drew it 
from an Omaha bank. Indirectly the whole 
of his shortage, which is reckoned at $700,- 
000, is involved by today’s decision.

GENERAL BROOKE 
WILL BE MADE THE 
GOVERNOR OF CUBA. 


Now on Way to Consult President Mc- 
Kinley on Policy to Be Pursued—Se- 
lects Lee, Carpenter, Snyder, and 
Wood Governors of Provinces. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.]— 
General John R. Brooke will be made the 
Military Governor of Cuba, and he is now on 
his way here to consult the President in 
regard to the policy to be pursued.

Joseph Chamberlain Points 
to the Significance of 
President McKinley’s 


Attitude of the Paris- Govern: 
ment Condemned by the 
Secretary in Plain 
Language. 


SOFT WORDS FOR GERMANY, 


London, Dec. 8—The Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the Col+ 
onies, speaking at a Conservative gather- 
ing in Wakefield, Yorkshire, this evening, 
fully discussed home and foreign affairs and 
the government’s policy in Egypt, which, Ne 
said, depended entirely upon the possibility 
of reaching an understanding with France, 
‘‘a thing which is impossible so long as the 
French pursue a policy of exasperation.” 

With regard to the relations between Greet 
Britain and Russia in connection with the 
far East, he said that while hitherto the en- 
deavors to reach an agreement had falled, he 
believed an agreement with Russia was 
necessary unless serious complications 
to be encountered. 

There were, he continued, no insurmounta- 
ble obstacles to an agreement. On the con- 
trary, it was quite possible to concillate thé 
reasonable ambition of Russia with the fixed 
policy of Great Britain to maintain equal 
opportunities of trade for aljl nations. 

**I am more sanguine of arriving at a set- 
tlement,’’ said Mr. Chamberlain, “ because 
it is not for our interest alone. The objects 
we have in view are shared also by the United 
States, Germany, and Japan, all of which 
have identical interests. 

‘I dare say you have observed the preg- 
nant passage in the recent message of Presi- 
dent McKinley to the United States Con- 
gress, the passage referring to the important 
interests of America in the East, in which he 
declares that these interests shall not be 
prejudiced by exclusive treatment. ae 


America for the “‘ Open Door.” 

** That is a notoworthy passage, and with- 
outebeing a prophet, I think I shall not be too 
sanguine if I say that in the future we shali 
not btand alone 48 guardians of the ¢ 
door.’ ”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain then referred to the 
charge of inconsistency brought against higi 
in boasting of Great Britain's “ splendid 
isolation”’ and then reaching for alliances, 
He sald: 

“When I referred to isolation, I theant the 
isolation of the British Empire, comprising 
the United Kingdom and our children over 
the seas, who are well able to defend their 
own possessions and their own exclusive in- 
terests against all attack, but surely it is 
not unreasonable to seek an alliance and to 
expect codperation where the interests in- 
volved are those of others as well as our- 
sclves. 

‘“‘In the case of Germany we have ascer- 
tained by a friendly and frank interchange 
of opinion that there are many interests 
regarding which we can assist one another. 
I think I may hope that in the future the two 
nations, the greatest naval and the greatest 
military power, will come more frequently 
together and that our joint influence will be 
used in behalf of peace and of unrestricted 
trade. 

** But if I congratulate you on the develop- 
ment of good feeling between us and a great 
continental state, still more do I rejoice at 
the growth of friendly relations. between 
ourselves and our colonies, between our- 
selves and the United States. ~

TWO BURGLARS BURST 
OPEN: AND ROB SAFE 
IN BANK AT ANTIOCH. 


Valuable aN and $3,000 Are Taken 
and the Thieves Escape by Stealing a 
Hand Car and a Horse and Buggy— 
Thought to Be in Chicago. 


The big safe in the Bank of Antioch, iil, 
was bluwn open at 3 o0’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and the cash box robbed of $3,000 and 
some valuable papers, The robbers eviggnt- 
ly became frightened at the noise made by 
the explosion and decamped as quickly as 
possible, for they did not search the other 
comipariments of the safe. Had they done 
so they would have found $1,100 more, which 
had been ieft in another place. 

When Ernest Brooks, cashier of the bank 
and son of the proprietor, opened the build- 
ing to begin the day’s business at 8 o’ciock 
he found particles of the heavy door of the 
vault lying on the floor and the safe snat- 
tered to pieces. 

The authorities of the village began an 
investigation and learned that the robbers, 
two young men, ‘had stolen a handcar on 
which they went to Lake Villa, six miles 
south. There they stole a horse and buggy 
and drove to Libertyville, thirty miles from 
Chicago. In this town they abandoned tho 
horse and buggy, and, it 1s thought, boarded 
the 6 v’clock train for Chicago. A descrip- 
tion of ithe robbers, secured from a couple of 
citizens of Libertyville, was placed in the 
hands of the Chicago puvlice. 

The robbery 1s considered the most daring 
that has taken place in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago since that of the Hammond postollicc 
in August. 

Antioch is a town of 650 inhabitants, fifty 
miles from Chicago on the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral road.

COMMENCES 


Prosecution Outlines Strong 
Case of Circumstantial 
Evidence. 


POISONED CANDY TRACED, 


Details of Mrs. Botkin’s Connec- 
tion with Murdered Wom- 
an’s Husband. 


WOMAN’S STRANGE REMARK. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 8.—{Special.]— 
The twelfth and last man of the jury that 
is to try Mrs. Cordelia Botkin on the charge 


‘of having murdered Mrs. John P. Dunning, 


otherwise known as Elizabeth Dunning, on 
the 9th of August last by means of poisoned 
candy sent through the mail from San Fran- 
cisco to Dover, Del., was secured today. 

As soon as the jury had been sworn in 
the clerk of court read the indictment and 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Hosmer 
made the opening address on behalf of the 
prosecution. After stating the crime 
charged, Mr. Hosmer gave the following de- 
tails: ‘“‘In the evening mail which ar- 
rived at Dover, in the State of Delaware, on 
the 9th day of August last, about 6 o'clock 
in the evening, was contained a small, ob- 
long package, addressed to Mrs. John P. 
Dunning, Dover, Del. We expect to show 
that the box was placed in the box of ex- 
Congressman Pennington of Dovér. The 
box was taken by Mr. Pennington’s grand- 
son and taken to his home.”’ 

Mr. Hosmer said the box was »2pened al- 
most immediately upon its arrival. Mrs. 
Dunning and Mrs. Deane, with several 
friends and relatives, partook of the candy, 
All -were shortly thereafter taken violently 
ill. Mrs. Dunning died upon the 12th and 
Mrs. Deane upon the llth of August. The 
other people who partook of the candy re- 
covered, 


Pennington Examines Candy. 

After the death of Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. 
Deane, their father, éx-Congressman Pen- 
nington, took possession of the box and 
what remained of its contents. He founda 
note within the box inscribed ‘*‘ With love to 
yourself and baby,”’ and signed ‘* Mrs. C.”’ 

** Mr. Pennington,’’ continued Mr. Hosmer, 
“‘ was, On examining the writing, attracted 
and struck with its likeness to the writing in 
letters that Mrs. Dunning had received from 
an anonymous writer in San Francisco in 
June. These letters had been given to Mr. 
Pennington in order that they might be in- 
vestigated. They charged Mrs. Dunning’s 
husband with infidelity and offered sugges- 
tions intended to cause Mrs. Dunning to 
apply for a divorce. Mr. Hosmer then 
turned to the local phases of the case. “I 
expect tg show,’’ he: said, that Dunning 
formed the acquaintange of Mrs. Botkin in 
this city early in 1897. He soon became inti- 
mate withher. They often went tothe races 
and to dinners together. Mrs. Botkin often 
asked Mr. Dunning to join his fortunes with 
hers. She even at one time promised to ob- 
— a divorce from her husband and marry 

m. 

** He never accepted her proposal, however, 
and when the war with Spain broke out he 
left her@ atid went to Cuba. Shortly after 
his departure he wrote to Mrs. Botkin, telling 
her that he did not intend to return to San 
Francisco, but hoped to join his wife and 
family in Dover. 

About the time Mrs. Botkin received this 
information she purchased a quantity of 
arsenic in a local drug store. To obtain the 
poison she stated that she intended to use 
it for the purpose of bleaching a straw hat. 
About the same time she made inquiries as 
to the safest means of sending a pack- 
age by mail, whether’ by letter postage or by 
parcel post. 

Some days later it will be shownthat a 
woman answering her description purchased 
a box of chocolates from Haas’ candy store 
on Market street. The box sold tothe wom- 
an in question was of the same size and 
shape as that received by Mrs. Dunning. 
It was sealed when sold with a wax wafer 
containing the name of Haas & Sons. A 
like seal was found in Mrs. Botkin’s apart- 
ments in the Hotel Victoria shortly after 
her arrest. ‘‘ Shortly before the purchase 
of the box of candy from Haas & Sons Mrs. 


Botkin visited the City of Paris store and - 


priced a particular brand of handkerchiefs. 
A handkerchief of the same genera! descrip- 
tion was inclosed in the candy sent to Mrs. 
Dunning. It will be shown further that that 


‘handkerchief was purchased from the City 


of Paris store. 


Tracing the Package. 

“It will be shown that Mrs. Botkin left 
the Hotel Victoria for St. Helena on Aug. 4. 
She took the afternoon train. The package 
sent to Mrs. Dunning was mailed at the 
ferry postoffice that day. This will be shown 
by proving the time taken for mail to go 
from San Francisco to Dover, and by the 
fact that the package was seen in the post- 
office at the ferry by a clerk named Dunigan. 

‘*From St. Helena Mrs. Botkin went to 
Healdsburg. There, after the death of Mrs. 
Dunning, she told Miss Lizzie Liverlash, a 
newspaper correspondent, the story of her 
relations with Dunning. During this inter- 
view she exclaimed while excited that she 
then wished she had ‘ spared the mother to 
her child.’ ”’

DRAMATIC DAY AT TRIAL. 


JOHN COLLINS’ SWEETHEART TESTI- 
FIES IN MURDER CASE. 


Crowd Breaks Down Doors of Court- 
room Struggling to Gain Entrance— 
Miss Babcock Gives Damaging Evi- 
dence in Corroborating Statements 
of the Negro Judson—Produces Let- 
ter from Collins in Which He Fore- 
told His Arrest. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Miss 
Frances Adelaide Babcock, the sweetheart 
of John Collins, testified today in his trial 


on the charge of patricide. 

The day was full of sensation, and a let- 
ter was produced which created-a dramatic 
climax of the woman’s damaging state- 


ments. 
A tremendots crowd attended the session. 
The people fairly broke into the courtroom, 


ridor being torn from their hinges. The 
crowd was so dense that several women 


fainted. 

For five hours Miss Babcock was on the 
stand, and during that time sensation fol- 
lowed sensation. Her testimony was most 
damaging to the accused in that it corrob- 
orated the evidence of Johnson Jordon and 
Jess Harper, who clatm to have been em- 
ployed by John Collins to kill his father. In- 
tense interest was manifested in all she said. 

While Miss Babcock testified she did not 
once look in the direction of John Collins, 
The defendant's gaze was centered upon her. 
From his half-crouching position he con- 
tinued to watch her face intently as she 
spoke. 

Miss Babcock told of receiving the tele- 
gram: ‘‘ Father is dead. Tell nothing’’; 
of being called up by telephone by John 
Collins and asked if she had told anything 
to any one; and then the sensation of the 
trial was sprung. 

Standing up before the witness, State's 
Attorney Jetmore said: ‘‘ Did you receive 
a letter from John: Collins the day of the 
muracer?”’ 

**T did,’’ came.from Miss Babcock. 

*“T will ask you if this Is the letter you 
received and the one you brought up with 
you from Lawrence this morning? ”’ said Mr. 
Jetmore, producing a blue envelope and 
three double sheets of unruled writing paper 
of the same color. 

is,”’ said Miss Babcock. 

‘*T now desire to introduce this letter in 
evidence,” said the State's Attorney, hold- 
ing it up in his right hand. 

Letter Foretold Arrest. 


There was no objection. It was marked 
by the stenographer, and then Attorney 
*‘Jetmore turned with it in his hand to the 
jury. He explained the address of the en- 
velope and the postmark, ** Topeka, May 15.” 
Then he started to read the letter. 

John Collins’ eyes were on the courtroom 
floor. His- cheeks were burning red. With- 
out once looking‘at the witness or the prose- 
cuting attorney he heard the letter through. 

It was addressed: ‘‘ My dear little girl,” 
and was commonplace in so far as the trial 
was concerned for the first five pages, but 
as Attorney Jetmore turned the first page 
of the secund sheet hé paused, and then 
in slow, deliberate tones, audible in all parts 
of the room, he read:

As. Mr. Jetmore slowly pronounced these 
words there was an absolute hush. As he 
finished the hundreds of spectators, as one 
person, broke into an exclamation of sur- 
prise. 


When he read ‘‘ Our-keenest sorrow, I think, 
is yet to come,” another exclamation swept 
tnrough the crowd. 


Corroborates Negro’s Testimony. 

Regarding a conversation with Collins 
three days before the murder, Miss Babcock 
said: ‘*‘ He was nervous and agitated, and I 
asked him why he was worried. He said: 
‘Anonymous letters are devilish things.’ 
After we went back to the house he said he 
came to Topeka and saw his father at the 
office, where he ‘had told John all about his 
business and his life insurance. He said his 
father feared something would happen to 
him, and he wanted John to know all about 
his affairs. He said his father had heart 
disease, and was unable to have some of his 
insurance renewed. He said he was sorry 
for his father, because he did not know when 
the blow would come, and his father could 
not stand up and fight like a man.”’ 

Miss Babcock corroborated the testimony 
of Johnson Jordon in her statement that 
John Collins told her he had been to Kansas 
City to see abouta bomb. He also told her 
some one had been arrested in Topeka anda 
bombshell found which was connected with 
the anonymous letter. Jordon swore yes- 
terday that Collins wanted him to get a 
bombshell and blow up his father’s house. 
Miss Babcock sald she received a note from 
John Collins the day after the murder, ex- 
plaining the “tell nothing’’ telegram. It 
meant to tell nothing of his conversation 
about his father’s danger. She had destroyed 
this letter. 

Her testimony was unshaken, although she 
was subjected to a severe cross-examina- 
tion. Miss Babcock is a society belle of 
Lawrence, and 20 years of age. 

The State’s Attorney said tonight that the 
prosecution likely would rest its case on 
Saturday.

dangefously ill from what is de- 
clared to be genuine cow pox, 
resulting, the attending physician as- 


serts, from two vaccinations within twenty- 
four hours of each other. 

John H. Duncan, 1212 West Monroe street, 
note teller at the Hibernian National Bank, 
appeared before the Committee on School 
Management of the Board of Education yes- 
terday afternoon to make an indignant pro- 
test against the action of Principal Henry 
G. Clark of the Calhoun School in permitting 
a Health department physician to vaccinate 
his little son only one day after the child 
had been vaccinated by the family physician, 
Dr. D. H. Cunningham, and after Principal 
Clark, according to Mr. Duncan's statement, 
had been furnished Dr. Cunningham’s cer- 
tificate. 

Mr. Duncan's story, which was corrobo- 
rated by Dr. Cunningham, was that on Sept. 
14 his 4-year-old son, Douglas, was taken to 
the kindergarten department of the Calhoun 
Schoo! by Mrs. Duncan, and was refused ad- 
mittance by Principal Clark because the 
little fellow had not been vaccinated; that 
Mrs. Duncan then took the childto Dr. Cun- 
ningham’s office at Van Buren street and 
Sacramento avenue, where the lad was vac- 
cinated on the left arm, and that a certifi- 
‘cate was issued by Dr. Cunningham, who is 
an accredited vaccinator of the Health de- 
partment. The child was taken to the Cal- 
houn Schoo! on Sept. 15. and, according to 
Mr. Duncan, the vaccination certificate was 
turned over to Principal Clark. 


Child Shows a Second Scar. 

Next day the child came home and in- 
formed his mother that another doctor had 
visited the school and had vaccinated him 
ou the same arm. Mrs. Duncan rolled up 
the child’s sleeve and found two-vaccina- 
tion scars’ within an inch of each other. 
Neither had had time to work. According to 
Mr. Duncan, the child was taken ill within 
two days and Dr. Cunningham was called. 

Within a few days a case of sepsis devel- 
oped. The flesh on the boy's body has wasted 
away till, according to Dr. Cunningham, he 
is scarcely recognizable as the same lad, 
who before his sickness was sound and

Mr. Duncan is a sturdy Scotchman, who 
has been in the United States but six years. 
iie sent a letter to the Board of Education, 
but President Graham H. Harris of the 
board induced him to appear personally be- 
fore the Committee on School Management. 

Superintendent Andrews and members of 
the committee at first were inclined to put 
the responsibility on the Health department, 
but Mr. Duncan declared his son was in 
charge of the board at the time, and that he 
«would hold the members of the board Hable. 


Committee Will Investigate. 

Mr. Duncan did not know what physician 

had vaccinated his son the second time, but 
had been told it was a Dr. Knapp. The 
members of the committee promised to make 
a careful investigation of the matter, and 
Trustees Cameron, O'Keeffe, and Keating 
were appointed a special committee to have 
charge of it. From information @vhich the 
committee had last night it was fmpossible 
to determine whether the blame lay with 
Principal Clark or with some teacher. The 
parents were inclined to blame the Princi- 
pal. 
“It is a plain case of cowpox,’’ Dr. Cun- 
ningham said. ‘‘ Both scars were plainly 
visible. It could not have been possible for 
the second inoculation to be made without 
the fresh scar being seen. The scars were so 
close that when the virus began to work the 
two wounde @oalesced.”’ 

Principal Clark of the Calhoun School last 
night admitted that the second vaccination 
of the child was a mistake. 

‘“*The Duncan boy brought his certificate 
to school,”’ he said, “ and I regularly record- 
ed on a slip the fact he was vaccinated and 
gave it to him to carry down to his teacher, 
Miss Sturges. She had this slip on her desk 
the next day when all the children who had 
not been vaccinated were asked to come 
forward. The Duncan boy came forward 
with the others. The children were told to 
tell their parents at noon they were to be 
vaccinated that afternoon. In the after- 
noon the Duncan child said he was ready to 
be vaccinated.”’ 


GENERAL WHEELER 
TO RESIGN SEAT TO 
REMAIN IN THE ARMY. 


Hears Opposition Against Holding Two 
Offices, and, Being Full of Soldier 
Life, Will Quit Congress and Hold 
Major General’s Commission. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.j— 
Major General: Wheeler will resign bis seat 
in Congress and retain his commission in 
the army. He made’ this decision today 
as a result of the question raised as to 
the legality of:his holding two positions 
under the United States government. 

*“*T have considered the matter carefully,” 
he said, *“‘ and have decided to resign from 
Congress ard retain my commission. My 
reasons for this step are many. It is prob- 
able that a bitter opposition would be raised 
should I attempt to retain both positions, and 
I prefer to settle the matter in this way.” 


TO SETTLE CITY PROBLEMS. 


Treasurer Bollow of Milwaukee Has a 
Scheme Which Will Solve Street 
Railway Question. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—City 
Treasurer William Bollow has a plan in 
regard to the street railway proposition in 
this city which, he says, will wipe out the 
debt of the city inside of twenty-five years. 

Mr. Bollow points out although there is a 
population of 280,000 in this city and 70,00u 
voters, there are only about 18,000 taxpay- 
ers. Of these between 2,000 and 3,000 pay 
jess than $2 a year, some of them paying as 
little-as five cents. Thus the burden of main- 
taining the city government practically falls 
‘upon 15,000 persons. 

Mr. Bollow suggests one-half a cent on 
each fare collected by the company shali be 
turned over to the city treasury. This 
money shall be laid aside.and applied to the 
public debt. Inside of twenty-five years, he 
estimates, it will be wiped away.

TOASTS HEROES. 


War Service of Illinois Sol- 
diers and Sailors Lauded 
at a Banquet. 


| MARKS AN ANNIVERSARY. 


Event Commemorates the Conse- 
eration of Bishop McLaren | 
23 Years Ago. | 


SPEAKERS GIVE ANECDOTES. 


The Church club of Chicago banquetted at 
Kinsley’s last night, the gathering being the 
result of a suggestion made by Bishop Mc- 
Laren, in the nature of a reception to the 
several meinbers of theseclub who had done 
distinguished serviee in the late war. Over 
100 sat down to the dinner, including leaa- 
‘ing Episcopalian clergymen and honored 
guests of the club. 

George 8S. McReynolds, President of the 
club, presided over the meeting and in an 
opening address made brief reference to the 
fact that the day was thetwenty-third anni- 
versary of the consecration of Bishop Mc- 
Laren. He then introduced the first speaker, 
Major Taylor E. Brown, commander of the 
Engineers Corps, First Illinois Infantry, 
which saw active service in Porto Rico. 

Major Brown recalled the last Church club 
dinner in which he had participated, and 
which was held on the night when the First 

\Ilinois Volunteer Infantry left for the front. 
‘He spoke of the results of the war and told 
of many individual acts of heroism and 
bravery performed by men with whom many 
of those present were personally acquainted. 
His narrative, like that of every speaker 
who followed, was replete with anecdotes 
illustrating the grim humor, as well as the 
hardships, horrors, and pathos of warfare. 


Lieutenant Colonel Lauman Heard. 


Lieutenamt Colonel George V. Lauman 
followed with a recital of his personal ex- 
periences during the campaign. He paid a 
high tribute to the bravery of the men under 
his command and gave an interesting and 
hitherto unpublished chapter of the history 
of the war. He told how, one Sunday morn- 
ing, he had found a son of the Rev. B. F. 
Fleetwood, a private in the regiment, busy 
at work digging in the trenches. ‘* Look 
here, Colonel,’ said young Fleetwood, ‘‘ my 
father is away off in Chicago preaching a 
proper observance of the Sabbath, and hete 
am I desecrating the Lord's day by digging 
for glory.”’ 

The speaker gave a graphic word picture 


- of a burial at sea, which he witnessed while 


returning on one of the transports. It was 
that of a private who had died of smallpox. 
He described how the gangplank was placed 
to receive the corpse, how the body was 
brought out sewed in canvas and 
shotted, how the crew and officers of the 
ship lined up, and the ehaplain read the 
service. 

‘“‘As the chaplain pronounced the words, 
‘Now I commit this body to the deep,’ and 
the corpse took its plunge into the sea,’’ he 
said, “‘ I thought that nothing could be more 
beautiful, that nothing could be more fit- 
ting, than for the mortal remains of a man 
to find their last resting place in the silence 
of the waves. Since then I have lost all the 
horror I previously felt about burials at 
sea.”” 


Send Telegrams of Regret. 

President McReynolds read letters and 
telegrams of regret at non-attendance from 
Brigadier General Robert Hall, U. 8. ft 
Colonel Fred Bennitt, Third Illinois Volun- 
teers, who is now in| Philadelphia, and 
Lieutenant Alfred W. Stratton of Naval Re- 
serves. 

Dr. Norville H. Pierce, U. 8. N., then sang 


Star-Spangled Banner,” the refrain 


to which was taken up by his auditors, all 
standing. 

Dr. Gavit, Chaplain and ranking Captain 
of the Fourth Infantry, U. S. A., stationed 
at Fort Sheridan, followed with more per- 
sonal reminiscences. He claimed the honor) 
of being the first United States chaplain 
to land in Cuba after war had been de- 
clared. He spoke of the hardships endured 
by the troops and paid a high tribute to the 
efficiency and bravery of the regiments re- 
cruited in Chicago. He also lauded the 


'work done by the Red Cross society, and 


made a plea for the foundation of a fund 
for the purpose of disinterring and remov- 
ing for burial in this country the remains 
of those who had lost their lives in the 
cause of their country and in that of liberty. 
Speaking of the alleged departmental mis- 
management during the campaign, he said: 

‘*No one was to blame. Every one ex- 
erted himself to the utmost and all had the 
best care and attention which could pos- 
sibly be given to them. Hardships are un- 
avoidable under circumstances which must 
obtain in a campaign in the field, and while 
many volunteers undoubtedly missed many 
things to which their home life had accus- 
tomed them, none, I am_ satisfied, suf- 
fered more than temporary inconvenience 
an& none suffered deprivations which could, 
under existing Conditions, have been avoided. 
When I say that all was done which could be 
done, mean that everything esibte ‘was 
done.”’ 

Sergeant H. C. Cassidy, known ak the 
favorite singer of the First Illinois Cavalry, 
related some amusing experieAces, and treat- 
ed the company to a couple of well-known 
ballads. He received an enthusiastic encore. 


Tells First Cavalry’s Story. 

The final talk was by Colonel E. C. Young

R. M. SMITH UNDER FIRE. 


PRINCIPAL OF JOHN WORTHY SCHOOL 
NARROWLY ESCAPES DISMISSAL. 


| Called On by Board of Edfcation Com- 


mittee to Explain His Alleged State- 
ment That the Inetitution Is Manu- 
facturing Criminals and That Boys 
Are Sent There for Truancy—Bill 
Prepared for a System of Parental 
Education for Unruly Lads. 


Principal Robert M. Smith of the John 
Worthy School did mot get a chance yes- 
terday afternoon to explain how unruly 
lads are spanked by the bridewell deputies, 
because the members of the School Manage- 
ment committee of the Board of Education, 
before whom he was summoned, threatened 
to discharge him for another matter. The 
trouble was caused by two speeches which 
Mr. Smith delivered recently before the 
‘meeting of the Associated Charities at Kan- 
kakee and the Principals’ association, in 
which he is said to have declared the John 
‘Worthy School was manufacturing crim- 
Anals. 

He was kept busy explaining matters for 
over an hour, and when the committee had 
done with him it was suggested that a 
written denial that he had criticised the 
Board of Education be sent in by him, but 
President Harris and Trustee Sheldon 
thought Mr. Smith had been misunderstod 
and he was let off. 

According to the newspaper Prin- 
cipal Smith had declared that the John 
Worthy School was a school of crime, that 
the Board of Education was responsible 


for maintaining it, and that boys were sent 


jo the bridewell for truancy. 

Trustee Gallagher declared boys could 
not be sent there for truancy, but Mr. Smith 
intimated that they were sent for that rea- 
gon under other charges. Trustee Sheldon 
= he believed the truancy assertion was 
right. 

Principal Cephas H. Leach of the A. H. 
Burley School will lose $125 of his salary, 
according to the committee’s order, in con- 
nection with the charge that he made exag- 
gerated statements in reference to the condi- 
tion of the dump near the school, whereby 
the school was closed for ten days. The 
teachers who were docked for time thus 
lost had protested, and their full salaries 
were ordered paid thém, and ten days’ pay 
was deducted from Principal Leach’s sal- 
ary. 

President William R. Harper was denied 
the use of certain schoolrooms in which to 
give lectures under the auspices of the nor- 
mal department of the university. 

A joint subcommittee of the various Chi- 
cago educational organizations met in the 
rooms of the Civic federation and drafted a 
bill for the establishment of parental schools, 
which will be presented to the next General 


Assembly. Bishop Fallows, representing the 


Bureau of Associated Charities, presided. 
The bill provides that any boy between the 
ages of 7 and 14 years, having destitute 
parents, being found guilty of habitual tru- 
ancy, shall be committed to the institution 
upon the complaint of the truant officer or 
any reputable citizen.

THAT PUBLIC COMMERCIAL SCHOOL. 
It is extremely doubtful whether it is at 
all wise or expedient to expend a lot of the 
city’s public school money for the purpose of 
multiplying the clerks and bookkeepers in 
search of employment, as is contemplated 
in the Board of Education’s scheme to es- 
tablish a commercial school in the down- 
town district. As long as there are not 
enough school buildings in the city to accom- 
modate all the children who need a common 
school education, it seems: unwise and 
wrong to spend any of the public taxes in a 
technical business school of this sort. 
There are already many thousands more of 
clerks and bookkeepers than there are 
places for in the city, -and now the 
board proposes to do what it can to breed 
thousands more. TuHEr TRIBUNE seriously 
doubts the prudence or the wisdom of such 
a course. | 
+ It is the almost universal testimony of 
business-men that the boys who have only 
a smattering of theoretical business educa- 
tion are harder to teach as practical em- 
ployés than those who have had only a 
thorough general edueation in the graded 
schools. Most business houses that em- 
ploy beginners prefer to do their own ed- 
‘ ucating in their own methods, and an intel- 
~ jigent mind, a knowledge of arithmetic and 
spelling, and a willingness to learn are of 
more use than a rudimentary technieal 
knowledge grafted upon genera! ignorance. 
If the pupils in this commercial school 
have the time and money for an additional 
year of schooling they had better spend 
them in going to a high school. In the 
business. schoo] they are more likely to get 
‘just enough commercial knowledge to spoil 
them. . 
This seems to be the conviction of the 
great majority of practical business-men, as 
may be seen in the fact that only seventy out 
of 200 replied with any degree of favor to 
the scheme, while opposition to the ad- 
yanced course was practically unanimous. 
All the letters agreed that arithmetic, writ- 
ing, and spelling were far more necessary 
than all the other branches outlined in the 
course; and these can be learned best in 
the common schools. It is doubtful whether 
the establishment of commercial schools 
comes within the province of the Board of 
Education, and it is still’ more doubtful 
whether it has any right to introduce special 
features into the school system as long as 
it is unable to give the ordinary privileges 
to all the children of the city. The scheme 
rests upon an erroneous basis, and is a step 
dn the wrong di . Tt is not best that 
any technical school uld be established 
and mgintained by public taxation. ‘ 
(The testimony of men like Charles L. 
Hutchinson, Dr. Gunsaulus, and Otto 
Young carries great weight. Mr. Hutchin- 
son is flatly opposed to commercial schools. 
He believes the place to educate a business- 
man is in a business house. Dr. Gunsaulus 
gays he looked over the matter of a com- 
meércial school when the Armour Institute 
was founded, and became convinced there 
Was to special demand or use for such a 
course.

PEACE TERMS ARE AGREED UPON. 

A Paris dispatch announces that the terms 
of the treaty of peace_between Spain and 
the United States—so far as there is pos- 
sibility of agreement by the commissioners 
of the two countries—have been settled, 
and all that now remains to be done is 
the engrossment of the document and its 
formal signature. 

This statement leaves the inference that, 
while the treaty covers all points grow- 
ing out of the late war and the transfer 
of the Spanish colonies, it still leaves many 
matters affecting the mutual relations of 
the two countries as to trade and otherwise 
unprovided for. These will naturally be- 
come the subject of further negotiation be- 


ments. 

The two branches of the Peace commis- 
sion, formally organized as separate bodies 
on Sept. 27, met and were introduced to 
each other by the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M. Delcasse, on the 29th, 
and held their first joint meeting on Monday, 
Oct. 3, when the actual negotiations began, 
the American commissioners presenting 
their demands substantially in the form in 
which they have finally been accepted, ex- 
cept as to the amount of compensation al- 
lowed for the Philippines. Bhs. 

While there has been some criticism as 
to alleged delay in reaching a conclusion, 
in view of the number and delicacy of 
the questions to be settled and the neces- 
sity for the commissioners to consult their 
respective governments at every important 
stage in the proceedings, it is safe to say 
» that no negotiations of like character in- 
' volving so many details and covering such 
large results have ever before been brought 
to an end within the same period. The 
commissioners, the administration responsi- 
ble for their acts, and the American people, 
whom they have represented, are to be con- 
gratulated on the success which has at- 
tended the negotiations.

Those Senators who are objecting to the 
confirmation of Senator Cullom as a mem- 
ber of the ‘Hawaiian commission are in 
a rather small business. ‘they are too 
technical. The constitution provides that 
“no Senator or Representative shall dur- 
ing the time for which he was clected be 
appointed to any civil office under the 
United States which shall have been 
created during such time.” The Hawaiian 
commission was created during Senator 
Cullom’s term, but a membership on that 
commission is not such a “civil office” 
as the constitution makes Congressmen 
ineligible to hold. The position to which 
Senator Cullom was appointed is one which 
draws no salary and which devs not make 
him subject to the orders of the Executive. 

Had Congress seen fit it couie have ap- 
pointed a special committee of its own 
members to go to Hawaii to do just what 
Senator Cullom and his colleagues have 
done. The traveling expenses of that com- 
mittee would have been paid, as the Sen- 
ator’s bave becn. The only difference he- 
tween the two methods of getting informa- 
tion as to the best mode of governing the 
Hawaiian Islands vould be that the com- 
missioners would be selected in one in- 
stance by the President and in the other 
by Congress. The fact that the Presi- 
dent makes the appointment does not make 
that unlawful which would be lawful if 
Congress made the appointment. 

A law for an industrial commission was 
passed at the last session. Five of its 
members are Senators appointed by the 
_ Vice President and five are Representatives 
appointed by the Speaker. They are not 
paid salaries, but their traveling expenses 
are paid. If the Hawaiian Commission- 
ers hold “civil offices,” so, too, do the 
Senators and Representatives who are 
serving on the industrial commission. So, 
too, did Senator Wolcott when he served 
as a member of the bimetallic commission. 
So did other Congressmen who were mem- 
bers of the previous monetary commission.

TRACTION LINES AND REAL ESTATE. 

Neal estate in Chicago has to pay the 
| whole cost) for all special improvements in 
| the streets—for paving, draining, and re- 
paving them. It has to pay 85 or 90 per cent 
of all the cost of repairing and cleaning the 
streets and of removing the garbage and 
snow. This means that the owners and 
rent-paying tenants of Chicago real estate 
pay liberally and heavily for the mainte- 
nance of the streets they walk and ride in, 
How, then, is it to’ their interest to let the 
traction companies—private capitalists— 
have almost free use of 700 miles of Chicago 
thoroughfares? 

Why should Chicago realty owners and 
renters tax themselves in order that the 
traction owners may divide in Wall street 
three or four times as much profit as the 
landlords can make on their real estate or 
the tenants on their leases? This is the 
question that the members of the Real Es- 
tate board had been asking themselves when 
they held their meeting on Wednesday and 
gave their decisive negative to the proposi- 
tions of Yerkes & Co. The secret of their 
opposition is no great mystery. They 
wanted to sce something like fair play in 
‘this matter. Why should Yerkes & Co. be 
given a fifty-year franchise in these costly 
streets for a beggarly trifle of % to 3 per 
cent of their earnings, when other tenants 
and occupants of city real estate have to 
pay 50 per cent or more upon their yearly 
earnings? It is time things were being 
evened up a little. Payment of big divi- 
dends on the watered stock of the traction 
companies is not such a blessing to the 
property-owner that he should pay fifteen or 
twenty times as much as the traction com- 
panies in order to enable them to grow 
richer at his expense. 

Why should such city property as the 
school lots, for instance, have to pay in rent 
to the city a full, gross one-half of what the 
improved property fetches when leased? 
Why is such injustice practiced, as com- 
pared with the treatment of the traction 
companies? Is it because the school 
lessees did not employ the boodle method 
with the trustees, or why? And this is the 
sort of injustice that Yerkes & Co. are 
asking the real estate owners and tenants 
of the City of Chicago to clamp and fetter 
themselves with during the next fifty years. 
While the traction companies are heaping 
their millions higher and higher in the next 
half century they propose to pay the city a 
paltry 3. per cent of such receipts as the 
companies’ hired bookkeepers may set down 
on their books. In the meantime the prop- 
erty-owners are to go on paying for the 
maintenance of the streets for the car 
companies, just as they have in the past 
paid for cleaning away the snow which the 
companies shoved off their tracks, all for 
the sake of the dividends of Yerkes &-Co. 

The realty owners of Chicago have sub- 


they have educated the traction sharks into 
imagining the publie thoroughfares’ were 
made for them to get rich on, and for noth- 
ing else. Now is the time to put things on 
an even keel once for all. If the traction 
companies want the use of the streets, let 
them pay 20 per cent of their gross earnings, 
and stand on something like a par with the 
real estate owner. If they don’t care to do 
that they can let it alone. The franchises 
at 20 per cent will not go begging.

Hence 
those boodlers are playing for high stakes, 
This is not the time to sell out for one 
or tevo thousand dollars. Some New York 
Aldermen got $20,000 apiece fourteen years 
ago for the sale of one street. Chicago 
boodlers think they are entitled to much 
mere than $20,000 for the sale of many 
streets. 

They are aware of the fact that if the 
extension ordinance were passed the trac- 
tion companies would not pay the city 
to exceed $400,000 next year. They 
ought to pay three millions. They would 
gain during that one year $2,600,000. They 
would gain more than that annually dur- 
ing the succeeding forty-nine years. — If 
the traction companies were to pay 46 
Aldermen $20,000 apiece that would be only 
$920,000, or about a third of the companies’ 
savings for the first year. The intrepid 
boodlers in the Council think the companies 
can afford to spend more than that.

SENSIBLE REAL ESTATE BOARD. 
Mr. Yerkes’ agents fell far short of suc- 
cess in their attempt to get some kind 
of an indorsemert of his demands from 
he Real Estate board on Monday. Mr. 
Yerkes appeared before the board and 
made one of his customary speeches to 
the members. It was filled with declara- 
tions of his desire to deal fairly with the 
city. The following day the members read 
that extension ordinance in which the trac- 
ticn cumpanies set forth their views on 
the subject of “just and adequate com- 
pensation.” ‘The maximum rate they offer’ 
for a fifty-year extension, with a certainty 
of a S-cent fare for twenty years, is 3 
per cent of the gross earnings. 

When the Real Estate board met day 
before yesterday a resolution was offered 
favoring a fifty-year extension of exist- 
ing franchises if a “ proper and adequate 
compensation could be secured.” The 
resolution was postponed for six years by 
a vote of over four to one. The members, 
with the provisions of the extension ordi- 
nance fresh in their minds, did not pro- 
pose to take any action which could be 
construed or misconstrued int» a quasi 
support of the Yerkes scheme. The Presi- 
dent of the board, not being familiar with 
Mr. Yerkes’ ways, declared indignantly 
that they had been buncoed by that ir- 
dividusl; that he was “ disingenuous in his 
statements,” and that he had made a 
favorable impression, which had been en- 
tirely wiped out, however, by his “ absolute- 
ly farcical ” proposition to the Council. 

The surprising thing is that there shonld 
have heen any members of the board to 
vote against the summary disposition made 
of the resolution. There cannot be one 
of them who does not know that the trac- 
tion companies are endeavoring to bunco 
the city by corrupting Aldermen. Real 
estate men know how small the profits of 
the owners of real estate are. They know 
how great are the profits of the traction 
companies which have the use of the land 
covered by city streets. They should be 
the Inst men to have any affection for 
Yerkes and only a few of them have. 


JOHN SHERMAN ON EXPANSION. 

It will probabiy occasion no surprise on 
the part of the public to learn that John 
Suerman is opposed to national expansion 
and that he hopes the Senate will reject 
the treaty with Spain. John Sherman has 
reached a period of life where expansicn 
ceases und contraction sets in. “He has 
fallen into the sere and yellow leaf, and. 
leaves of that texture and eodlor never 
expand. They dry up, crumble up, and 
disappear. It is one of the sad conditions 
of senility. In view of his present atti- 
tude and the opinions which he utters, the 
wisdom of the President in accepting his 
resignation as Secretary of Stete is vin- 
dicated. The people of this country can 
now clearly realize what a mess the national 
relations would have been in if he had 
remained at his post and had had the man; 
agement of negotiations. He was placed 
on the shelf and relieved from any further 
concern with matters of the union which 
‘has outgrown him not a moment too soon. 

John Sherman is no longer the John 
Sherman of the civil war and reconstruc- 
tion and resumption periods. He is an 
old man. He was strong and bold in his 
time, but he is now growing weak, flaccid, 
and nerveless. He thinks that netional ad- 
vancement and expansion mean danger, yet 
during his seventy-seven years of life the 
nation has grown from an infant's to a 
giant’s stature and strength. From one 
of the weakest it has become one of_the 
strongest of nations. From a mere strip 
along the east side of the Alleghanies it 
has spread across the continent to the 
Pacific. A country with such possibilities 
of growth will never consent to remain 
shut up in a mugwump shell, or refuse to 
do a man’s part among men to accom- 
modate senile John Sherman, or senile 
George Hoar, or any other representative 
of senility. Being old, they should have 
the wisdom of age; and if they cannot keep 
up with the expansion procession should 
step one side and look on. 
John Sherman says he sympzhizes with 
Aguinaldo in his ambition to found a re- 
public. But republics are not founded by 
such adventurers as Aguinaldo, nor are 
they constructed out of such heterogeneous 
and ampromising materials as are to be 
found in the Philippines. Aguinaldo might 
and probably would found a monarchy or 
despotism on the one Island of Luzon if 
he had the opportunity and could steer 
clear of the rebellions, civil wars, and 


‘commotions which would &pring up as 


thickly and quickly as toadstools after a 
shower. The Filipinos need education and 
tutelage in the art of free, self-controlled 
government. They require a knowledge 
of mechanics, inventions, arts, sciences, 
shipbuilding, and navigation. They have 
They are 
as unfitted to take the initiative in progres- 
sive self-government as any of the other 
Asiatic nations. They must be led either 
by a despot or by some self-governing, free 
people, such as those of Great Britain, 
America, Germany, or Holland. There is 
no more difficult art than @hat of self- 
government. All Europe is not yet fully 
equal to it. The lesson is taught in our 
own country. In every case where vast 
masses of eastern and southern Europeans 
leave their ancestral farms and migrate 
to American cities to live under the in- 
fluence of anarchistic and socialistic ideas 
and under the immoral and debasing in- 
fluences of alcoholism, the task of 
municipal government is rendered al- 
most impossible, nothwithstanding the 
considerable infusion of free moral 
progression and self-governing American 


ideas. The establishment of republics and | 


the maintenance of free government amcng 
illiterate Asiatics in the tropics is im- 
possible. The mere conception of such a 
thing is too absurd and fantastic to be 
entertained by any one who is not in his 
dotage. The rawest schoolboys know’ 
better. 

History itself should have taught John 
Sherman the truth of this. Perhaps it did, 
but, alas, he has reached the age which 
forgets. Its pages are crowded with the 
efforts made in colonies which have es- 


.caped from the brutal clutches of Spain

to set up republics, from Mexico to Chile, 
and from San Domingo to the farthest isles 
of the seas—efforts which have been re- 
newed over and over again for a century 
past and always resultant in wars and 
bloody revolutions, in massacres, and in 
all the cruelties which attend upon the 
schemes of military adventurers ambitious 
for power and corrupt men seeking to 
enrich themselves. It is only the Anglo- 


Saxons who have succeeded in setting up | 


the republican system—for even in France it 
is still an experiment; but even the Anglo-

of the system of free, self-controlling gov- 
ernment.

Our Title to the Philippines—Reassur- 
ing Precedents in the Case of Earlier 
Acquisitions of Territory. 


An anti-expansion contemporary asks this 
hypothetical question: “What is our title 
to the Philippines worth if the natives con- 
front us with our own Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and a firm determination to gov- 
ern themselves?" 

The question is as old as the century. No 
less a statesman than the author of the 
Declaration was called upon to solve it, for it 
was involved in the Louisiana purchase, 
from the earliest conception of that greatest 
of all national acquisitions down to the mo- 
ment Napoleon signed the treaty and his rep- 
resentatives surrendered the possession 6éf 
New Orleans and the whole Mississippi 
country to the agents of Jefferson. Jeffer- 
son boldly bought the title, and, gr@at con- 
stitutional lawyer though he was—framer of 
constitutions and Columbus of the principles 
that underlie all genuinely democratic or- 
ganic frameworks of government—he 
merged the lesser question in the greater one 
and assumed full responsibility for an act 
which, in its results, as we see them un- 
folded today, has contributed more to change 
the destinies of the world and to make better 
the condition of humanity than probably has 
any other single act of all the statesmen of 
the nineteenth century. 

The title thus bought by Jefferson without 
consulting the wishes of those whom the 
transfer immediately affected, he took every 
precaution possible to defend, not only 
against those who were to live under it in the 
new conditions then unknown to them, but 
against the whole world, All this is clearly 
set forth in his messages to Congress, in his 
other state papers, and in his private corre- 
spondence on public questions. His repeated 
recommendations to the national Legislature 
with respect to the classification of the mil- 
itia into ** middle-aged and married men fof 
home service and young men for distant 
service’ had in view the defense of Louisi- 
ana. He went so far in this direction as to 
urge Congress again and again to make gifts 
of land on the western bank of the Mississip- 
pi to 30,000 volunteer soldiers to induce them 
to settle there and thus become a ready or- 
ganized force to hold the new territory in the 
Union and to maintain the title he had pur- 
chased against foreign aggression or do- 
mestic insurrection of either former French 
or Spanish subjects that might be dissatis- 
fled with the new orders. Jefferson, in his 
lofty, constructive statesmanship, did not al- 
low his policy to be trammeled by a forced 
and unnatural construction of a phrase in 
an instrument he had himself framed to 
meet exigencies widely and fundamentally 
different from those which then confronted 
him. And in so doing he was in nowise in- 
consistent, for the extension over the Mis- 
sissippl regionof the equal laws, equa! rights, 
and equal privileges of the republic was to its 
inhabitants the concession for the first time 
in their history of the free government which 
is the basic principle of the Declaration. 
True, they were required to undergo a cer-

Whatever may be the ultimate 
Philippines, there is high precedent ter 
ing them subject to our laws.

Growth in Rome. 

n the columns of a Roman Cat 
of the current issue there 
warning to the Roman Catholic Church in 
English-speaking countries concerning the 
progress which Protestantism, and especial- 
ly American Methodism, is making in Rome 
The Rome correspondent of the newspaper 
in question thus describes the present situa- 
tion and the outlook for the future: 

The second decade of the twentieth 
century will see a Protestant population of 
Romans. The American Methodists main- 
tain no fewer than twenty houses, besides 
other establishments. In one home there are 
more than seventy children; in another, up- 
ward of forty. The other establishments 
are boarding and day schools, a missionary 
college, evening classes, gymnasium, and 
baths, a boarding-house for young people 
who are studying for teaching diplomas, etc. 
Proselytism is, I believe, largely carried on 
in each of the three last-named establish- - 
ments, as also in the first-named, while the 
missionary ie is destined to raise upa 
! talian Protestant pastors. 
The evening classes are wel! attended, since 
there has been an increase of fifty in the 
attendance, which was ordinary some time 
AKO. These classes are held at 150 Via Na- 
zionale. 

“The Young Men's Christian association 
has issued a circular from its rooms in the 
Via della Consulta for evening classes in 
English, French, and German, in phonetic 
Sstenography, mathematics, and music (this 
last to be taught by professors from the Roy- 
ai Cecilian Academy), at the rate of five 
francs for the entire season?for each 
course.”’ 

Then follow instances in the knowledge of 
the correspondent in which attempts to 
proselyte young women and others who are 
living in any of the establishments referred 
to have been made, with accounts of meas- 
ures being undertaken by the authorities to 
counteract what are deemed by them to be 
evil foreign influences. 

The Methodist Episcopal Italian mission 
was begun in 1871, and’ organized into a con- 
ference in 1881. According to the report of 
the Missionary society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church for the current year the 
conference had 1,443 members and 540 pro- 
bationers. The missionary plant in Rome 
consists of the Theological School, the Boys’ 
College, the Industrial School, two girls’ 
schools, six elementary schools, the Meth- 
odist Book Concern, and a fund for worn-out 
ministers. The net value of the property 
owned by the conference is $505,000, as 
against $54,000 eleven years ago. The total 
sum of money received on the field eleven 
years ago was $067, as against $4,071 for 
1897. Then there were 392 teachers and schol- 
ars in the Sunday schools, as against 960 
now, not to speak of the 649 scholars in the 
day and evening classes. The fees from pu- 
pils attending the various schools amounted 
a year to more than $6,000.—New York

Some Mistakes of the Kickers. 


A Western Senator is reported as saying 
that the treaty of peace now being concluded 
at Paris will never be ratified by the Senate, 
because (1) the payment of $20,000,000 to 
Spain would, establish a dangerous prece- 
dent; (2).we do not want more than one 
island in the Philippines; (3) there is no place 
in our general policy for coionial possessions: 
and (4) by taking the Philippines we should 
be abrogating and discarding the Monroe 
doctrine. It is not supposeable that any con- 
siderable number of Senators wil! oppose rat- 
ification of the treaty om such or any 
grounds. But if even one is inclined to do 
so, it will be worth while to point out the 
utter inadequacy and fallacy of the stated 
grounds. 

In regard to the first ground, there will be 
no dangerous precedent established, be- 
cause, in the first place, we are not going to 
have any more foreign wars and consequent 


annexations of territory, and because, in, ) 


the second place, the proposed pay- 
ment will be merely a _ following 
of an already established precedent, 
and a maintenance of an already fixed 
policy. We certainly vanquished Mexico 
in 1848 as completely as we did Spain in 1898; 
and we took a great tract of her territory, 
including what is now California, Nevada, 
Utah, and parts of Arizona, New Mexico, 
Colorado, and Wyoming; but insteadof tak- 
ing it for nothing, as spoils of war, we paid 
Mexico $15,000,000 for it—purchase price or 
indemnity, as you please. Anda few years 
later for a smaller tract south of the Gila 
we paid $10,000,000 more. That is the prece- 
dent in the case. 

In the second place, our only choice is to 
take all the Philippines or none. If we have 
a right to take one we have a right4o'take 
all; if we have no right to take all we have 
no right to take one. To take one and leave 
the rest either to be returned to Spanish mis- 
government or to fall into anarchy would be 
a monstrous betrayal of moral trust. To take 
one would involve us in exactly as great 
problems of colonial government, etc., as to 
take themall. And totake oneand leave the 
rest to Spain or to some other power would 
immeasurably increase the danger of un- 
pleasant complications with other powers

no place for colonial possessions, we should 
like to know, then, where Alaska stands. It 
is not a State. Itis not a Territory. Yet we

more a breach or abrogation of it than it jg 
a repeal of the law of gravitation. 

If there are no more substantial objectiong 
to it than these, the treaty will doubtless bg 
ratified, nem. con., the moment it is laid be. 
fore the Senate.—New York Tribune, 


Railroad in the Klondike, 


In some respects this road will be among 
the most remarkable in the world. The 
thirty-five miles constructed this year wij 
rank with the road which General Kitchenep 
built in the Soudan, though the latter igs 799 
miles long and enabled him to conquer a 
kingdom. The White Pass and Yukon rajj. 
way company will now be able easily te 
complete the line to Fort Selkirk, which is 
only 125 or 150 miles from Dawson by the 
water route. The principal cost and thé 
greatest obstacles were encountered. at the 
beginning. These having been conquered, 
the way is prepared for the opening up of 
what is believed to be the richest gold. 
producing district in the world. The Klon. 
dike could never be developed without raj}. 
roads, but it is now assured that it will be 
reached by railin afew months. With rail. 
roads the climate will be conquered, and the 
volume of gold won, to use the expressive 
mining phrase, may be almost indefinitely 
expanded. 

Either that, or the Klondike and all the 
great region in which such traces of gol@ 
have been reported will be proven a delusion, 
Considering the hardships with which min- 
ing has been carried on so far and the 
$10,000,000 that was taken out this year, it 
is not too much to expect that, with un- 
limited supplies of men and machinery 
which the road will bring, the production 
may rise to the $7@,000,000 annually predicted 
by so many mining engineers last year. 

Doubtless many roads have been built 
under as great engineering difficulties, but 
there are few which have been constructed 
at such expense with their future so uncer- 
tain. The building, however, 1s the best 
argument possible for the solid foundation 
upon which the stories of the Klondike’s 
The capital seems to have been 
most absurdly risked, but the projectors 
may be men who see and know more clearly 
than the less venturesome, who would have 
waited another year or two, only to do then 
what has already been accomplished.

New England's Yearly Offering te the 


Sea. 


When a stinging “ nor’easter” comes up 
from the West Indies howling like a beast of 
prey and lashing the rocks and sands of Neg 
England with its fierce backward sweep, the 
first thought of people inland as well as on 
the coast is for the men who go down to the 
sea in ships, and especially for the hardy 

ermen who wring a precarious livelihood 
from the deep. There is hardly a mile of 
coast from Cape Cod to the Newfoundland 
banks that is not a graveyard. Marvelous 
sailors are these men of Gloucester and 
Provincetown. They know every individual 
rock as they Know the face of an acquaint- 
ance, and grope their way through fog and 
snowstorm in their stanch and seaworthy 
little schooners with an intuition that bor- 
ders on the miraculous. Yet year after year 
the sea takes its steady toll and leaves heart- 
broken wives and mothers in the little fish- 
ing communities where a gale brings terror 
to every household. Year after year the 
Gloucester people meet for their tragic an- 
nual rollicall, which Kipling has so powerfully 
depicted in ‘** Captains Courageous.” The 
roll for the last year, closing Nov. 15, has 
now been made up, and shows a heavy loss. 
Twenty-one vessels have been lost from the 
Gloucester fleet and with them ninety-seven 
lives have gone out. Outside of Gloucester 


the loss on the North Atlantic coast among 


the fishermen has been fifteen vessels and 
eighty-eight men, making a sad total of 
thirty-six vessels and 185 men. The heaviest 
single loss was that of the Susan R. Stone 
of Provincetown, which sailed for the banks 
with eighteen men and one boy, and was 
never heard from again. Two French fisher- 
men were run down on the banks by the ra- 
pacious liners which plow their way through 
fog as well as sunshine without regard for 
human life. Twenty-nine lives were lost 
with these. These figures make no account 
of the terrible storm of last week, which 


made a calamitous opening for the coming - 


year.—Springfield (Mass.) Republican.

MRS. HARPER’S LIFE OF MISS AN- 
‘THONY IN TWO BIG TOMES. 


With Extravagant Eulogy It Places 
the Leader of the Woman Suffra- 
gists Above Cromwell, Napoleon, 
Washington, and Lincola—Publica- 
tion of It During the Lifetime of Its 
Subject Shows Bad Taste — Work 
Lacks Perspective. 


DVANCE sheets of two large volumes 
aggregating more than 1,000 pages on 
“The Life and Work of Susan B. 
Anthony,’’ by Mrs. Ida Husted. Har- 
per, are at hand from the Bowen- 


Merrill company of Indianapolis. Mrs. Har- | 


per has certainly spared neither enthusiasm 
nor labor in the execution of her task, as is 
witnessed both by her extravagant eulogy 
and by the fine illustrations, the numerous 
@ppendices, and the elaborate index which 
form features of the work. 

Orme takes up these volumes with an 
@mused sense of disproportion. Cromwell, 


‘Napoleon, Washington, or Lincoln was never 


presented to the world during his lifetime in 
anything remotely resembling these sumpt- 
uous volumes. Even in our own time, when, 
the old-fashioned modesty ir held to be out 
of date, the biographers of Gladstone and of 
Bismarck waited for their burial before pro- 
claiming their virtues and achievements in 
two volume trumpet tones. But perhaps 


“this elaborate ante-mortem memoir of Miss 


Anthony is intended to bé another demon- 
etration of the courage of the woman suf- 


fragist. 


Mrs. Harper, evidently aware of the ques- | 


tionable taste of publishing the work during 
the lifetime of its subject, seeks to exten- 


‘uate’ the act by saying that the materials 


had to be gleaned largely from unpublished 
records and persona! recollections. But, if 


“ef this excuses.the writing, why should the 
"© publishing not have been deferred, as was 


* done in the case of that other great person, 


Bismarck? For this the biographer also 
has a ready answer—‘ that denials or at- 
tacks may be met by the person who, above 
@ll others, is best qualified to defend the 
original statement.’ There is the chip on 
the shoulder again. 

Another reason for publication is so deli- 
cately put that the reviewer is under some 
embarrassment even in quoting it. It seems 
a pity, says Mrs. Harper, that the subject 
of a biography “‘ should be deprived of know- 
ing what the press and the people think of 
the story of his (or her) life, since there is no 
assurance that he will meet the book re- 
viewers in the next world.’ Of course, not 
all who have biographies prepared for them 
by admiring friends can hope to go to heaven. 
It is understood in advance, however, that 
those who fail can hardly blame their btogra- 


phers. 


The chief value of this blography lies im 
what at first appears to be merely incidental. 
It is not only a life of Miss Anthony; it is 
a “story of the evolution of woman.” This 
is the author’s own phrase. That there has 
been a change in the status and in the spirit 
of American women since Miss Anthony be- 
gan her work no one will deny. Norcanany 
one seriously question Mrs. Harper's claim 
that Miss Anthony has played a prominent 
part in bringing about thischange. Respect 
is due Miss Anthony for this and for the de- 
votion to which the biographer refers when 
ehe says: 

During the fifty years which have wrought this 
revolution just one woman in all the world has 
given every day of her time, every dollar of her 
money, every power of her being. to bring about 
this result. She was impelled to this work by no 


- personal grievance, but solely through a deep sense

of the injustice which, on every side, she saw per- 
a against her sex, and which she determined 
combat. 

This may all be true, and yet many other 
things that the biographer says may be cx- 
travagant and in wretched taste. She com- 
pares Miss Anthony with Napoleon “in the 
planning of campaigns and the boldness and 
daring of carrying them forward’; with 
Gladstone, ‘“‘in statesmanlike ability and 
long years of distinguished service ’’; with 


> LAincoln, “in the same unconscious dignity, 


the same rugged endurance, the same strong, 
resolute faec”’ And to each of these great 
ven we are told Miss Anthony is supertor 
in 8@nfe important particular. She is above 
Napoleon in character and principles; above 
Gladstone in her repudiation cf party ex- 
pediency; above Lincoln in her lack of “ the 
conservatism, the forbearance, the rever- 
ence for existing laws and constitutions 
which made him slow to act and tolerant to 
the point of criticism.’’ Here the biographer 
unwittingly lays bare the weakest spot in 
her idol’s armor, for it is precisely this lack >

Some considerable time is likely to elapse 
before the eldest son of the old Earl of 
Buchan, whose death has just been report- 
ed in the cable dispatches, is permitted to 
assume full-fiedged possession of the peer- 
age, or to take part in, those elections of 
Scotch representative peers which take place 
in the Palace of Holyrood at Edinburg at 
the outset of each new Parliament. 

For the old Earl, who was a most eccentric 
and cranky individual, distinguished himself 
some six or seven years ago by inditing a 
remarkable letter to the London newspapers 
/ announcing that he had appealed to the Com- 
mittee of Privileges of the House of Lords 
to take note of the fact that his first mar- 
riage to the mother of his eldest son was not 


legal. | 

The late Lord Buchan, there is every rea- 
son to believe, made these allegations from 
a feeling of revenge, being exceedingly em- 
bittered against his son because of the lat- 
ter having refused to avert his bankruptcy 
a short time previously. 

The old Lord spent nearly his entire life 
in hot water, and in the early portion of his 
career earned a precarious livelihood as a 
professional jockey. His first wife found 
life so unbearable that she left him, and 
died when her eldest boy was 25 years of age. 
A few months afterwards Lord Buchan 
married again, this time to a widow. But 
the match was not a happy one, and she 
soon parted from him. He likewise figured 
as corespondent in a couple of divorce cases, 
and what with thgse and ridiculous law 


against people he managed to keep his name 
pretty well before the public. , 

About twenty years ago he surrendered th 
whole of his heavily mortgaged estates to 
his eldest son, Lord Cardross, who had some 
money of his own by his mother and through 
his wife, in consideration of Lord Cardross 
paying his debts and settling upon him an 
annuity. Subsequently oil was discovered 
on the estates, which consequently largely 
increased in value, whereupon the old Karl 
regretted his bargain and tried to get them 
back again. Failing in this he went in for all 
sorts of extravagance, largely exceeding his 
annuity. He not only went to the extent of 
indorsing other people’s notes, but actually, 
in spite of his age, got himself heavily 
mulcted in damages as a corespondent in a 
divorce case, and then borrowed money at 
extravagant interest from the notorious 
money lender, Jay, in London, in order to 
meet this 

Small wonder if his eldest son, who had 
never forgotten or forgiven the manner in 
which his mother had,been maltreated by 
the old Earl, permitted his father to be made 
a bankrupt rather than to pay up his debts 
afresh. 

It was in consequence of this that the Earl 
wrote the letter, of which I have a copy be- 
fore me, insisting that his first marriage to 
the mother of his eldest son was illegal, and 
os Lord Cardross was therefore illegiti- 
mate. - 

The only other instance that I cam recall 
at the present moment of a peer endeavoring 
to have his eldest son pronounced illegiti- 
mate is that of the Earl of Poulett, who, like 
the late Earl of Buchan, is a bankrupt, 
and whose son and heir is the notorious Vis- 
count Hinton of circus clown and street or- 
gan grinding celebrity. 

The Lords of Buchan, whose ancestry dates 
back to the days of King William the Lion 
of Scotland, have always been eccentric. 
The eleventh Earl of Buchan, for instance, 
when appointed by Prime Minister Pitt as 
Secretary to the British Embassy in Spain, 
calmly declined to proceed to Madrid, be- 
cause the Ambassador, Sir James Gray, was 
a@ person of too low social rank and of too 
plebeian ancestry. 

Let me add that the new Earl of Buchan, 
until now known as Lord Cardross, is cele- 
brated as possessing the smallest head in 
point of size of any man in London. 

Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar, whose 
death occurred just in time to mar the wed- 
ding of her cousin, the Ear! of Strafford to 
Mrs. Colgate, was not, as might be gathered 
from her name, a German lady, but the mem- 
ber of a noble English family. She wasthe 
sister of the present Duke of Richmond, 
and during the greater part of her life may 
be said to have lived under a species of social 
cloud, owing to the refusal of the reigning 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, the head of 
her husband’s family, and the other con- 
tinental courts to regard her marriage to 
Prince Edward as anything else than a mere 
morganatic union. 

Abroad she was only known by the title of 
Countess of Dornburg, conferred upon her 
by the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar. But 
about ten years ago Queen Victoria issued 
letters patent granting her the style and 
precedence of Princess Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar at) the English court, a dignity not, 
however, recognized abroad. 

Only those who know the present Duke of 
Richmond and Gordon and his tntense pride 
of birth and of rank can appreciate how 
cruelly he felt the slight inflicted upon his 
sister Augusta, and upon his house, in find- 
ing that the latter was not considered worthy 
of mating on a footing of equality with even 
one of the petty reigning families of Ger- 
many. | 


| 

Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar is far 
more of an Englishman than a foreigner. He 
entered the British army when a mere boy, 
and has won his way up step by step to the 
rank of Field Marshal and Colonel of the 
Horse Guards, greatly distinguishing him- 
self under fire in the Crimean war against 
Russia. | 

Big, burly, and genial, standing some six 
feet two in his stockings, he has always been 
treated in England as being far more a mem- 
ber of the British aristocracy than as one 
of those ‘“‘ beggarly German princelings,”’ 
related to Queen Victoria, who constitute 
such a favorite and constant theme of dis- 
cussion in England. 

No man is more hospitable, and wherever 
he has held a military command, either as 
Commander-in-Chief in Ireland or as Gov- 
ernor in Portsmouth, he has always won all 
hearts by his kindly disposition and his in- 
comparable qualities as a host. Much sym- 


| pathy will be felt for him in his bereavement, 


as he was deeply attached to his wife.

setting everybody by the ears in the domin- 
ions of Francis Joseph. It is not only that 
quarrels have developed of late to such an 
extent in the twe*national Parliaments, as 
well as in all the previncial diets and munici- 
pal assemblies, as to render them veritable 
bear gardens, but the spirit of conflict is 
pervading all social and domestic circles, 
and government, municipal, and financial 
administrations. 

The latest phase of this universal discord 
is a fight which has broken out in the Im- 
perial Museum at Vienna, and has led to the 
resignation in a fit of anger of Archduke 
Rainer, the venerable founder and protector 
of the institution, and he has been followed 
into retirement by the director and the entire 
staff of the museum, which is now without 
a head or management of ayy kind. 

It seems that the director, an easy-going 
court official of the name of Baron Scala, 
was suddenly seized the other day with the 
prevailing mania for quarreling, and, to the 
amazement of every one, declared that Aus- 
trian furniture, admittedly the most artistic 
and picturesque in the world, was entirely 
unesthetic, and that English Chippendale 
was the only furniture that was worthy of 
figuring in the museum. Consequently he

FLIGHT FROM INDIANA. 


Suspected in St. Louls That Elliott 
Duckworth Was [lurdered by Ed- 
ward Doling of Evansville—Strange 


Hospital Case Recalled. © 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Elliott 
Duckworth of Springfield, Mo., who was 
mysteriously shot in Forest Park, this city, 
in June, 1897, and who died from the effects 
of the wound, is now believed to have been 
murdered by his double, Edward L. Dol- 
ing, an alleged embezzler, who was fleeing 
from Evansville, Ind., and who is supposed 
to have decoyed Duckworth to Forest Park, 
shot his victim, and left him after placing 
beside him a card bearing the name of Ed- 
ward Doling. 
At noon today A. 8S. Duckworth, an em- 


_ployé of the Adams Expresscompany, called 


at police headquarters and had a long con- 
versation with Chief of Detectives Desmond. 

‘‘T am confident my brother did not kill- 
himself,”’ said Duckworth. ‘“‘He was in 
Terre Haute with me in April. When I 
learned of the shooting and that a card 
with the name of Doling on it had been 
found in his pocket I went to the Chief of 
Police at Terre Haute and asked him if a 
man named Doling was wanted. He looked 
over his records and said that Edward L. 
Doling was wanted in’ Evansville for em- 
bezzlement.'} 

Mrs. Eva C. Hutchinson of Hutchinson, 
Kas., a sister of the dead man, says posi- 
tively the letter that decoyed her brother 
from his home was handed him by a strang- 
er at Nicholas Junction, Mo., a town six 
miles from Springfield, the day before the 
shooting. 

Dr. Otto Sutter, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, says the case of Elliott L. 
Duckworth was one of the most remark- 
able that ever come under his observation. 
The doctor relates: 

‘The patient was entered on,the hospital 
records as Edward Doling. That was the 
name on a card found in his possession. It 
was a month before we found this was not 
his name. At first he would reply to the 
name of Doling and said that was his name. 
Later the patient improved and finally said 
his name was Elliott L. Duckworth and that 
his home was in Springfield, Mo. He said 
his sister lived in Hutchinson, Kas. She 
afterward came and took him to her home.”’ 


GEN. STERNBERG TESTIFIES. 


Chief Surgeon of the Army Before the 
War Investigation Board at 
Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—The conduct 
of the medical service of the army was taken 
up today by the War Investigating commis- 
sion and Surgeon General Sternberg was 
rigidly questioned about his administration. 

The medical department, he said, was 
equipped only for an army of 25,000 men, 
when the war broke out.

Louis entered into an agreement not to pay com- 
missions to St. Louis agents who controlled lines 
or parts of risks in Bast St. Louis. Mr. Fekete 
learned that some of his colleagues were not living 
up to this rule, and when he lost lines through this 
violation he concluded to withdraw from the board 
Affairs at East St. Louis have been in an unsatis- 
factory state for some’'time. This is only one of 
many incidents that have disturbed the board and 
that, when taken together, make the situation ap- 
pear serious.

The Large Cities committee and the Compensa- 
tion committee of the Chicago Underwriters’ asso- 
clation will meet this afternoon for the purpose 
of discussing commissions to agents in this city. 
The sentiment for an increase of commissions to 
20 and 25 per cent or 20 and.30 per cent for or- 
dinary and preferred business respectively is grow- 
ing. 

The old tariff rate on the Home Life Building, 
burned in New York City. was 13 cents a year.
